Report  of  Committee^   Year  ending  March  31st ^  1901. 


TO  THE   KETTERING   URBAN  COUNCIL. 


The  work  of  the  Library  goes  on  increasing  year  by  year,  and  your  Committee  can  again 
congratulate  the  Council  upon  the  steady  augmentation  of  borrowers  and  books. 

The  new  premises  in  Silver  Street,  to  which  the  Library  will  be  removed  in  the 
Autumn,  will  add  greatly  to  the  efficiency  of  the  institution  by  affording  ample  accommodation 
for  the  stock  of  books  and  for  the  convenience  of  those  using  the  Library  as  readers  and 
borrowers,  For  the  first  time  since  the  opening  of  the  Library  suitable  space  will  be  available  for 
the  use  in  quiet  and  comfort  of  the  works  of  reference  apart  from  the  general  reading-room. 

The  cost  of  furnishing  the  new  premises  will  be  a  somewhat  heavy  charge  upon  the 
income  of  the  present  year,  and  the  current  expenses  will  also  be  increased  by  the  higher  rent,  and 
the  additional  expenditure  upon  cleaning  and  supervision  inseparable  from  a  larger  building.  From 
these  causes  the  amount  available  for  additional  purchases  will  be  diminished  ;  but  it  is  hoped  that 
the  increment  of  the  rateable  value  of  the  town  will  render  this  check  only  temporary. 

The  Librarian's  report  will  be  founl  to  contain  much  valuable  information.

APRIL,  1901. 

Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  place  before  you  the  fifth  Annual  Report  of  the  above  Library.  As  it  is  the  last 
Report  which  will  be  issued  from  the  present  premises,  the  tables  of  statistics  appended  shew  the 
increase  in  Stock  and  Issues  each  year  since  the  opening  of  the  Library  in  March,  1896.  The 
following  are  extracts  shewing  the  work  of  the  year  1900-1. 

STOCK. — The  Stock  has  been  increased  by  the  addition  of  889  vols  :  97  being  given  and 
742  purchased.  In  addition  36  worn  out  or  damaged  books  have  been  replaced,  5  of  which  were 
paid  for  by  borrowers.    279  vols,  have  been  re-bound.     The  total  stock  now  being  4610  vols. 

ISSUES. — The  issues  shew  an  advance  of  6267  vols,  in  the  Lending  Department  com- 
pared with  the  previous  twelve  months  ;  and  in  the  Reference  Department  165  more  books  have 
been  used,  shewing  a  total  in  both  doimrtments  of  51,231,  an  increase  of  6,432  vols.  Account 
should  be  taken  of  the  fact  that  the  Report  of  last  year  gives  the  work  for  13  months,  it  is  there- 
fore necessary  to  exclude  the  month  of  March,  1899,  to  obtain  a  fair  comparison. 

BORROWERS. — The  Borrowers  names  on  the  books  number  1658,  about  200  more  than 
last  year  ;  there  have  also  baen  issued  151  duplicate  tickets — an  increase  of  22. 

READING  ROOM. — This  is  still  largely  used,  the  want  of  more  space  and  better  ventila- 
tion being  much  felt  in  the  evenings. 

GENERAL.— The  MS.  Sheaf  Catalogue  of  the  Lending  Department  has  been  completed 
and  is  available  for  use.  The  system  of  Id.  per  vol.  being  paid  by  borrowers  who  desire  to  have  a 
book  retained  for  them  has  been  successful,  2J3  vols,  having  been  so  retained  since  April,  1900. 
Book-marks  are  now  supplied  to  borrowers  with  rules  as  to  usage  of  books  printed  thereon — they 
are  generally  appreciated. 

Miss  Abbott  who  has  been  employed  as  assistant  for  three  years,  left  on  January  81st 
and  Miss  Boyd  was  appointed  in  her  place.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE,  Year  ending  March  3lst,  1902 


TO    THE    KETTERING    URBAN    COUNCIL  : 

IN  forwarding  the  Report  of  the  Librarian  for  the  year  ending  March  31st,  igo2,  your 
Committee  are  glad  to  be  able  to  say  that  the  anticipations  expressed  in  their  Report 
of  last  year  as  to  the  advantages  which  would  arise  from  the  transfer  of  the  Library  to 
the  new  premises  in  Silver  Street  have  been  ampl)^  justified  by  the  increased  usefulness 
and  comfort  of  the  Institution. 

The  total  cost  of  fitting  up  the  new  premises,  repairs  on  leaving  the  Town  Hall 
and  removing  the  stock  and  fixtures,  was  ^,115  6s.  8d.  Of  this  sum  £30  17s.  6d. 
remained  to  be  paid  out  oi  the  current  year's  income. 

The  large  addition  to  the  number  of  books  borrowed  is  the  more  striking  and 
satisfactory  when  it  is  remembered  that  the  Lending  Department  was  closed  for  three 
weeks  during  removal. 

The  most  marked  feature  in  the  comparison  of  the  statistics  of  this  and  the  pre- 
ceding year  is  the  gratifying  increase  in  the  use  of  the  Reference  Department.  This  is 
no  doubt  largely  due  to  the  comfortable  accommodation  now  provided.  This  Department 
contains  close  upon  800  volumes,  many  of  which  are  costly  and  some  rare,  affording 
valuable  material  for  study  and  research.  Your  Committee  consider  this  part  of  the  work 
highl)^  important,  and  are  adding  works  of  local,  historical,  and  general  interest  as 
opportunity  occurs. 

The  usual  valuable  statistics  will  be  found  appended  to  the  Librarian's  Report.

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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT.

Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  place  before  you  the  Sixth  Annual  Report  of  the  Public  Library. 

The  chief  event  of  the  year  has  been  the  removal  from  the  Town  Hall,  where 
the  Library  began  life  on  2nd  March,  1896.  The  old  premises  were  closed  on  Sept.  14th 
and  the  Silver  Street  premises  were  opened  on  Oct.  7th,  the  intervening  time  being 
occupied  in  moving,  re-shelving,  and  re-classifying  the  books  on  the  Adjustable  Classi- 
fication scheme,  the  number  of  books  having  outgrown  the  old  system.  The  premises 
consist  of  a  well-lighted  Reading  Room  on  the  ground  floor,  furnished  with  stands  for 
25  Newspapers  and  six  tables  for  Magazines,  &c.  ;  on  the  first  floor  are  the  Library, 
Reference  Room,  and  Store  Room. 

The  cost  of  fitting  up  and  removing  has  been  a  heavy  strain  on  the  iinances  of  the 
Library,  and  there  is  a  deficiency  of  about  £^2- 

The  additions  to  the  Stock  have  necessarily  been  small  compared  with  previous 
years,  the  number  of  volumes  added,  by  gift  and'  purchase,  being  230,  against  839  the 
previous  year.  The  Issues  have  again  increased,  3054  more  books  having  been  borrowed 
from  the  Lending  Department  than  before.  The  most  marked  alteration  is  in  the  Reference 
Department,  1727  books  having  been  consulted,  or  354  during  the  six  months  in  the  old 
premises,  where  application  forms  had  to  be  filled  up;  and  1373  during  the  six  months 
since  the  opening  of  the  new  premises,  when  open  access  in  the  Reference  Department 
was  first  established,  and  no  damage  to  any  Reference  book  has  come  to  my  knowledge 
since  then. 

The  Borrowers  still  increase:  2132  tickets  have  been  issued  this  year,  being  323 
more  than  the  foregoing  year.  This  growth  in  our  number  of  Borrowers  and  inability 
to  buy  books  at  present  causes  the  shelves  to  have  a  somewhat  empty  appearance. 

The  advantages  of  more  space,  better  light  and  ventilation  are  very  apparent.  In 
the  Reading  Room  it  is  specially  noticeable  in  the  additional  quietness  and  order  :  as  the 
gangways  are  wide  readers  can  pass  easily  without  disturbance  to  others.  During  the 
day  it  is  supervised  from  the  Library,  and  the  Caretaker  has  charge  from  6  p.m.  until 
closing  time. 

The  usual  tables  of  statistics  are  appended.

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The  Seventh  Annual  Report  of  the  Kettering  Public  Library. 


THE  Year  has  been  one  of  steady  progress,  the  chief  event  being  the  gift  by  Mr.  Carnegie  of 
£8,000,  in  June  last,  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  Library  on  a  site  to  be  provided  by  the  town  ; 
a  competition  was  held  for  the  plans  of  the  new  building,  and  the  first  prize  awarded  by 
Me.  J.  A.  GoTCH,  F.R.I.B.A.,  the  assessor  appointed  by  the  Council,  and  ratified  by  the  Council, 
was  won  by  Messrs.  Goddard  &  Co.,  of  Leicester;  we  may  therefore  hope  in  the  course  of  the  next 
year  to  see  a  permanent  Library  building  rising  on  the  Manor  House  site,  given  by  the  Council  for 
that  purpose.

The  most  noteworthy  additions  have  been  a  large  number  of  local  books  and  pamphlets 
purchased  from  the  executors  of  the  late  Mr.  John  Taylor  of  Northampton. 

The  10th  edition  of  the  Encyclopoedia  Britannica.  \Vickes  Spires  and  Towers,  2  vols, 
Shakespeare's  Works  in  8  vols.,  illustrated.  Owen  Jones's  Grammar  of  Ornament. 
Winkles  Cathedral  Churches  of  England  and  Wales.  British  Empire  series,  2  last  vols. 
Stories  of  the  Nations  series,  and  various  other  series  as  published. 

Our  special  thanks  are  due  to  the  Kettering  Industrial  Co-operative  Society  for  24  volumes  of 
up-to-date  works  chiefly  on  Social  Science,  to  Mr,  Thursfield,  Miss  Miller  and  Mrs.  Stringer. 

The  Issues  have  increased  in  both  departments.    In  the  Lending  Department  an  increase 
of  4,381  is  recorded  making  a  total  during  the  year  of  58,005  and  a  daily  average  of  189-55. 

In  the  Reference  Department  the  total  issue  is  2,76(3  an  increase  of  1039,  and  a  daily  average 
of  9-03. 
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The  Lendinp;  Department  has  suffered  severely  for  lack  of  funds  for  new  books,  and  in 
consideration  of  this,  a  sum  of  £20  from  tlie  fund  for  special  books,  was  spent  on  books  for  the 
Lending  Department,  130  volumes  being  added.  We  would  urge  that  some  special  effort  be  made 
during  the  ensuing  year  to  meet  the  demands  for  more  books,  as  we  greatly  fear  that  unless  this 
want  is  supplied  the  prestige  of  the  Library  will  suffer  proportionately. 

The  number  of  Borrowers  has  increased  by  185,  the  total  of  tickets  issued  being  2,817 
of  which  139  are  duplicate  or  students'  tickets,  an  increase  of  16  on  last  year. 

The  Residing'  Room  is  still  used  as  regularly  as  ever,  the  addition  of -six  gas  brackets 
round  the  walls  has  greatly  improved  the  lighting  of  the  room  in  the  evening  ;  it  also  increased  the  need 
for  extra  ventilation,  the  room  becoming  uncomfortably  hot  after  the  gas  was- lighted  ;  the  ventilators 
underwent  alteration  and  much  improvement  in  the  atmosphere  of  the  room  is  apparent.  It  would 
be  of  much  benefit  if  the  supply  of  monthly  and  weekly  periodicals  could  be  increased. 

Ten  Meetings  of  the  General  Committee  have  been  held  during  the  year,  and  following  is  a

^  REPORT,  -m^ 


The  Eighth  Annual  Report  of  the  Kettering  Public  Library. 

■'J^HE  record  of  tlie  eighth  year's  work  in  connection  with  tiie  Pubhc  Library  is  again  one  of 
steadily  maintained  progress.     No  special  alterations  or  changes  have  been  made,  with  the 
exception  of  the  tickets  used  by  the  borrowers     Those  now  in  use  enable  the  registration  of  books 
to  be  made  more  rapidly,  and  have  been  of  benefit  during  the  busj'  winter  evenings. 

The  Stock  has  been  increased  by  the  addition  of  62.H  vols,  by  purchase  and  gift.  90  vols,  have 
been  withdrawn  as  unfit  for  further  use,  which  brings  the  number  of  withdrawals  up  to  206  ;  of  these 
35  have  been  rej^laced  by  fresh  copies  during  the  year.  The  Juvenile  Section  of  the  Lending 
Department  has  received  special  attention,  a  large  sliare  of  the  money  expended  being  devoted  to  this 
very  important  part  of  the  Library  work.  The  juveniles  now  have  a  book  stack  allotted  to  them,  and 
appear  to  thoroughly  appreciate  the  books  provided  for  them.  These  consist  of  works  of  popular 
natui'al  history,  lives  of  noted  men,  travel,  poetry,  etc.,  adapted  for  juvenile  readers,  as  well  as  books 
by  authors  such  as  Henty,  Ballaat3aie,  Kipling,  Kingsley,  Stables,  Mayne  Reid,  etc.  A  number  of 
the  more  expensive  books  required  by  those  attending  the  Technical  Classes  were  also  purchased 
and  placed  in  the  Reference  Room.  Six  books  liave  been  lost :  their  nett  value  is  6s.  lOd.  One 
book  was  paid  for  by  the  borrower,  and  two  were  lost  through  tlie  borrowers  and  their  guarantor 
removing  and  leaving  no  address.  Tlie  total  stock  now  numbers  6358  vols.  Of  the  additions,  37o 
are  in  the  Lending,  and  250  in  tlie  Reference  Department. 

The  Issue  of  books  shows  an  advance  of  3502.  Li  the  Lending  Department  the  total  number 
of  vols,  borrowed  was  60,020,  an  increase  on  the  issue  of  the  previous  year  of  2,015,  giving  a  daily 
average  of  194"87.  It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  the  chief  increase  is  noticeable  in  books  of  a  more 
serious  nature.  The  Reference  Room  grows  in  favcur,  and  the  record  of  liooks  used  during  1903-4 
is  4,253,  against  2,766  in  1902-3,  an  increase  of  1,487.  This  does  not  sliow  the  number  of  books 
considted,  as  a  number  are  restored  to  the  slielves  by  the  users,  and  are,  therefore,  not  recorded, 
but  the  figures  show  that  it  is  filling  an  appreciable  space  in  the  educational  life  of  the  town. 

The  Borrowers  now  number,  2,167,  of  these  214  liave  students'  tickets.  A  list  of  their 
occupations  is  given. 

The  Reading  Room  has  been  very  largely  used.  The  sljort-time  in  many  of  the  factories,  and 
the  number  of  unemployed,  have  tended  to  make  the  past  winter  mouths  among  the  busiest  since 
its  establishment.  It  was  found  necessary  to  take  steps  to  prevent  tlie  annoyance  caused  by  men  and 
youths  crowding  the  papers,  more  especiallj'  the  local  evening  papers,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining 
betting  news,  and  for  some  months  the  3rd  Edition  of  the  Evening  Telegraph  has  been  kept  back 
until  6  p.m.,  but  it  may  be  seen  by  applying  at  the  Library. 

The  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  due  to  tlie  donors  of  books,  pamphlets,  urns,  etc.

NINTH    ANNUAL  REPORT. 

The  STOCK  now  numbers  6508  volumes,  a  uett  increase  of  150  volumes  on  the  previous  year* 
The  actual  number  of  additions  is  312,  but  162  volumes  have  been  withdrawn.  Of  these  157  were 
witlidrawn  owing  to  wear  and  tear  ;  two  were  destroyed  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  three  were 
lost  and  paid  for  by  tlie  borrowers.  The  Stock  has  been  twice  checked  during  the  year  and  no 
volumes  are  missing.  The  Reference  Library  has  been  enriched  by  the  purchase  of  a  number  of 
maps,  prints,  etc.,  of  Northamptonshire  ;  also  by  additional  volumes  of  the  "  Cambridge  Modern 
History  "  and  '*  Cambridge  Natural  History."  Amongst  the  donations  to  this  department  may 
be  mentioned  21  bound  volumes  of  the  "  Engineer  "  to  the  end  of  1903,  by  Mr.  Wicksteed,  who  has 
also  promised  to  continue  to  supply  them  yearly.  Mr.  Wicksteed  has  also  promised  to  give  bound 
yearly  volumes  of  the  "  Kettering  Leader.'' 

The  LENDING  LIBRARY  is  suffering  from  a  dearth  of  new  books,  and  is  growing  but 
slowly,  owing  to  the  withdrawals  above  mentioned.  The  actual  increase  amounting  to  only  51 
volumes.  The  books  rebound  during  the  year  number  277  ;  the  volumes  repaired  on  the  premises 
number  approximately  7,202. 

The  ISSUES  show  an  increase  of  11,114  volumes  compared  with  the  preceding  year,  a  daily 
average  increase  of  50"38.  This  is  the  more  remarkable  when  the  smallness  of  the  stock  is  taken 
into  account,  and  also  the  brilliant  weather  of  the  summer  months  which  usually  coincides  with  a 
falling  off  in  the  book  issues.  It  must  also  be  remembered  that  the  Library  was  closed  17  days  for 
removal  and  re-organization.  The  number  of  volumes  issued  in  the  Lending  Department  was  68,243, 
and  in  the  Reference  Department  7,143,  making  a  total  of  75,386,  and  a  daily  average  issue  of  259'03. 

The  class  of  books  borrowed  steadily  improves,  the  fiction  percentage  having  dropped  from  80  61 
to  76"65,  a  reduction  of  nearly  4  per  cent,  ;  a  healthy  sign  and  a  step  in  the  right  direction. 

The  BORROWERS  now  number  3,048,  an  increase  of  667,  of  these  185  hold  student's  tickets. 
A  list  of  their  occupations  is  appended. 

The  READING  ROOM  is  well  patronised.  A  count  is  taken  one  week  in  each  montii,  and 
from  the  numbers  thus  obtained  it  is  calculated  that  the  daily  average  number  of  readers  is  578, 
making  a  total  of  171,088. 

It  is  unnecessary  here  to  refer  at  length  to  the  opening  of  the  new  premises  on  May  7th,  1904, 
by  the  generous  donor,  Mr.  Andrew  Carnegie,  L.L.D.  as  this  was  fully  reported  upon  by  the  press  and 
in  the  special  "  souvenir  "  at  the  tima. 

The  cordial  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  due  and  have  been  conveyed  to  the  various  donors  of 
books,  &c.,  of  which  a  list  is  appended.  Special  reference  must  be  made  to  the  valuable  gifts  of 
objects  of  local  antiquarian  inteiest  by  b\  W.  Bull,  Esq.,  and  others.  Mr.  Bull  rendered  kind 
assistance  in  arranging  and  describing  the  same  The  Committee  also  record  with  much  satisfaction 
the  presentation  by  subscribers  of  the  oil  painting  by  Mr.  W.  B.  Gash,  "The  Connoisseur,"  which  has 
been  hung  in  the  building.

The  total  number  ol  books  acquired  during  the  year  is  1431,  rather  more  than  the 
complete  stock  of  the  Lending  Department  when  opened  in  1896.  The  number  of  books 
withdrawn  from  the  various  classes  during  the  year  is  : — Non-Fiction  17,  Fiction  177,  Juvenile

Special  attention  has  been  given  to  meeting  the  educational  needs  of  the  town,  and 
also  to  strengthening  the  weak  places  in  the  stock  and  to  generally  filling  up  gaps.  The  Juvenile 
Library  has  also  been  increased  by  the  addition  of  251  new  books,  which  are  much  appreciated. 

It  is  suprising  how  the  state  of  the  Stock  influences  the  number  of  books  borrowed ; 
a  falling  off  in  the  issues  invariably  follows  a  scarcity  of  additions  to  the  Stock  ;  this  is  clearly 
illustrated  below  in  the  monthly  comparison  of  the  issues. 

133  books  have  been  bound  at  a  cost  of  £8  •  0  •  5  ;  besides  these,  minor  repairs  have 
been  done  on  the  premises  to  the  number  of  7092. 

The  Stock  has  been  twice  checked  and  four  books  are  found  to  be  missing,  the 
inclusive  nett  value  of  them  would  be  about  5/-. 

ISSUES. 


There  is  again  a  rise  to  report  in  the  number  of  books  issued  for  both  home  reading 
and  reference,  which,  when  the  abnormal  rise  of  1904-5  is  considered  is  a  matter  for  congratulation. 
On  comparing  the  figures  below  it  will  be  seen  that  there  was  a  decided  drop  in  the  numbers 
from  June  to  December,  since  then  a  steadily  rising  issue  is  being  recorded.

READING  ROOM. 


The  usual  revision  has  taken  place  with  regard  to  the  Periodicals,  and  in  place 
of  the  "  Leisure  Hour,"  "  Technics,"  *'  Investors  Chronicle  "  and  "  Evening  Echo,"  we  are 
now  supplied  with  the  "  World's  Work,"  '•  Girl's  Realm,"  "  Badmington  Magazine  "  and  the 
"Tribune."  All  the  more  important  periodicals  now  have  allotted  places  which  are  defined 
by  different  coloured  cases  ;  the  readers  are  directed  to  them  by  a  Periodicals'  List,  and  also 
the  tables  have  printed  lists  of  the  magazine  belonging  to  each. 

A  count  is  taken  one  week  in  each  Calendar  month  and  the  appi'oximate  daily  average 
resulting  therefrom  is  619,  giving  a  total  of  225,935,  a  daily  average  increase  of  41.  The 
number  of  Juveniles  who  frequent  this  departmant  is  noticeable,  a  separate  room  for  their  use 
■would  be  an  undoubted  boon  to  them,  and  their  absence  would  doubtless  add  to  the  comfort  of 
the  adult  readers. 

A  bronze  bust  of  William  Knibb,  Missionary  and  Emancipator,  erected  by  subscribers 
as  a  memorial  of  a  former  townsman,  in  connection  with  the  centenary  of  his  birth,  was 
presented  to  the  town  and  placed  in  the  Library  on  Thursday  Alay  25th,  1905. 

In  addition  to  the  numerous  and  handsome  donations  of  books  and  other  objects,  the 
Committee  very  gratefully  acknowledge  and  record  substantial  gifts  of  money  to  be  expended  upon 
the  purchase  of  books.

The  Stock  as  it  stands  at  the  end  of  March,  1907,  is  as  follows,  viz.  : —

The  number  of  books,  prints,  etc.,  acquired  during  the  year  is  812.  Of  these  191  were 
replacements  of  worn-out  copies.  The  withdrawals  from  the  Stock  number  250  volumes.  With- 
drawal is  a  serious  drain  on  the  financial  resources  of  the  Library,  as  each  year  the  number  of  books 
which  it  is  necessary  to  discard  increases.  The  Stock  has  been  twice  carefully  checked  during  the 
year,  three  books  are  found  to  be  missing,  their  net  cost  being  about  4/-.  Two  volumes  were  lost  and 
paid  for  by  the  borrowers.  The  best  of  the  withdrawn  volumes  are  given  to  the  inmates  of  the 
Workhouse,  the  others  are  destroyed. 

Special  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  Juvenile  section  of  the  Library,  and  212  volumes, 
including  60  replacements  have  been  added  ;  against  this  must  be  placed  the  fact  that  80  volumes 
have  been  withdrawn,  the  actual  additions  are  therefore  only  132  in  number. 

The  number  of  books  bound  during  the  year  is  287  at  a  cost  of  ;^i8  8s.  2d.  Minor  repairs 
have  been  done  on  the  premises  by  the  staff  to  the  number  of  7,259.

The  wear  and  tear  on  the  Stock  is  considerably  greater  here  than  in  many  Libraries  owing  to 
the  large  number  of  issues  in  comparison  to  the  size  of  the  Stock  ;  the  pressure  was  greatly  relieved 
last  year  by  a  number  of  generous  donors  ;  this  year  although  in  the  Lending  Department  the  actual 
increase  in  the  Stock  is  382,  allowing  for  the  250  books  withdrawn,  yet  when  we  take  into  considera- 
tion the  fact  that  6,829  more  books  have  been  borrowed,  it  is  obvious  that  the  number  of  additions 
are  not  sufficient  to  compensate  for  the  additional  wear  and  tear  on  the  Stock. 

ISSUES. 

The  Book  Issues  have  increased  6833.  the  total  number  of  books  issued  in  both  departments 
being  82,787,  a  daily  average  of  271 -43.  The  issue  of  Juvenile  books  has  this  year  been  recorded 
in  a  separate  Class  (M)  from  the  genera',  issues.  The  proportion  of  novels  (Class  K)  to  the  total 
issues  from  the  Lending  Department  is  slightly  over  65%.

READING  ROOM. 

There  is  little  to  report  with  regard  to  this  department  of  the  Library,  the  behaviour  of  those 
using  it  is  on  the  whole  good.  Some  trouble  is  occasionally  given  by  lads,  but  they  are  easily  dealt 
with.  The  approximate  daily  average  for  the  year  is  610.  The  Periodicals  List  has  been  revised, 
and  "  Country  Life "  and  "  Cycling "  have  been  added,  and  "  Amateur  Gardening "  has  been 
substituted  for  "The  Gardener." 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

The  Rules  and  Regulations  have  been  carefully  revised  and  several  important  changes  have 
been  made  for  the  purpose  of  affording  greater  facilities  to  readers.  The  following  are  the  most 
noteworthy  alterations  : — 

(1)  The  age  limit  for  children  using  the  Lending  Department  has  been  lowered  from  13  to  10 

years. 

(2)  Householders  not  on  the  Register  do  not  need  to  obtain  the  signature  of  a  guarantor  ;  they 

may  also  act  as  guarantors  for  others,  formerly  this  applied  to  voters  only. 

(3)  Borrowers'  tickets  are  now  issued  one  clear  day  after  the  application  form  is  presented, 

instead  of  after  three  clear  days.  The  Ticket  need  not  now  be  renewed  annually,  but 
the  Library  authority  reserves  the  right  to  call  upon  the  borrowers  to  renew  their  tickets^ 
at  such  times  as  may  be  appointed. 

(4)  School  teachers  are  allowed  two  student's  tickets  in  addition  to  their  ordinary  tickets 

(5)  Non-fictional  books  may  be  renewed  unless  required  by  another  reader,  formerly  no  book 

could  be  renewed. 

The  Library  Committee  are  in  communication  with  the  Kettering  Camera  Club,  and  hope  to 
start  shortly  a  local  photographic  collection. 

A  M.S.  Juvenile  catalogue  is  in  course  of  preparation,  and  will  probably  be  completed  within 
the  next  few  months. 

An  interesting  collection  of  Geological  specimens  lent  by  the  Northamptonshire  Natural 
History  Society  has  been  temporarily  placed  in  the  building,  and  will  shortly  be  on  view. 

The  Committee  gratefully  record  their  acknowledgement  of  the  numerous  and  valuable  gifts  of 
Books,  Pamphlets,  &c.,  a  list  of  which  will  be  found  below.

The  Stock  is  at  present  in  a  better  condition  than  it  has  been  for  some  years  ;  during  the 
last  two  years  special  attention  has  been  paid  to  withdrawing  worn  out  and  dirty  copies  of  books, 
and  replacing  them  with  new  copies.  This  is  a  work  that  increases  with  the  age  of  the  Library, 
and  it  is  very  necessary  that  each  year's  withdrawals  should  be  made  up  if  possible  out  of  the 
year's  income,  or  in  course  of  time  it  will  result  in  a  weakness  in  the  general  completeness  of  the 
Library,  and  when  undertaken  would  prove  a  great  drain  on  the  money  allocated  to  the  purchase 
of  books.  I  am  therefore  happy  to  state  that  with  the  exception  of  ephemeral  books  that  it  is 
unadvisable  to  replace,  and  others  tliat  are  out  of  print,  the  Stock  is  complete  with  the  exception 
of  about  50  volumes,  most  of  which  have  been  withdrawn  since  our  last  purchase  of  books. 

The  Stock  as  it  stands  at  present  is  divided  as  follows  : — 


The  number  of  books,  prints,  maps,  etc.,  acquired  during  the  year  is  740.  Of  these  235  are 
replacements  of  worn-out  copies,  and  505  new  additions.  The  books  withdrawn  during  the  year 
number  230.  The  Stock  has  been  twice  checked  and  11  volumes  are  missing;  fortunately  these 
are  none  of  them  books  of  much  value,  the  net  cost  of  the  whole  amounts  to  9/2.  Two  volumes 
have  been  lost  by  the  default  of  the  borrowers  and  guarantors,  and  two  have  been  lost  and 
paid  for. 

The  Juvenile  Section  of  the  Library  presents,  if  not  a  brilliant  appearance  outwardly,  at 
least  a  well-thumbed  one.  The  number  of  new  books  and  replacements  amounts  to  159  volumes  ; 
62  volumes  have  been  withdrawn  ;  the  actual  increase  is  therefore  97  volumes. 

The  volumes  bound  number  234  at  a  cost  of  £15  16s.  9d.,  in  addition  to  9590  repairs  done 
by  the  assistants  on  the  premises.

ISSUES. 

The  Issues  in  the  Lending  Department  have  varied  considerably  as  comjaared  with  the 
previous  year.  A  distinct  falling  off  during  the  past  months  in  the  issue  of  novels  has  taken  place. 
This,  however,  is  not  a  state  of  affairs  which  need  be  regretted  ;  a  Public  Library  being  primarily 
for  educational  purposes,  a  falling  off  in  the  fiction  percentage  may  reasonably  be  regarded  as  a 
matter  for  congratulation.    The  decrease  in  this  class  is  from  65/o  to  61'72%  . 

The  HeFerence  Room  has  taken  a  new  lease  of  life  during  the  last  three  months.  The  Issues 
had  been  dwindling  for  some  time,  but  with  the  alteration  in  the  lighting  arrangements  an 
improvement  has  taken  place,  and  it  is  being  well  used  at  the  present  time,  especially  by  students 
from  the  Schools  and  the  Pupil  Teachers'  Centre.

READING  ROOM. 

The  daily  average  in  the  Reading  Room  is  approximately  591,  the  calculation  is  based  on  a 
half  hourly  count  taken  during  one  week  in  each  month.  The  Periodicals  and  Newspapers  are 
practically'  the  same  as  during  the  previous  year  with  the  exception  of  the  "Tribune."  which 
ceased  publication  in  February. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

The  following  re-arrangements  of,  and  additions  to  tlie  lights  have  taken  place.  In  the 
Reading  Room  ten  8  c.p.  lamps  have  been  replaced  by  the  same  number  of  Tantalum  lamps.  In 
the  Reference  Room  two  extra  wall  brackets  have  been  fixed,  the  pendant  has  been  lowered,  and  six 
Tantalum  lamps  have  been  pat  in  place  of  tlie  old  ones,  adiling  much  to  the  brightness  of  the  room 
and  the  general  comfort  of  the  readers.  In  the  Lending  Department  also  several  alterations  have 
taken  place,  the  wall  brackets  have  been  readjusted,  two  hanging  lights  have  been  added,  some  of 
the  brackets  over  the  bookcases  being  dispensed  with,  and  six  Tantalum  lamps  have  replaced  the 
ordinary  lamps.  The  general  effect  is  much  better,  and  the  titles  of  books  are  now  easily  discern- 
ible, and  are  not  obscured  as  formerly  by  the  shadow  cast  by  the  shelves.  Economy  has  been 
effected  also  in  the  Hall  by  replacing  a  Nernst  and  two  ordinary  burners  by  two  Tantalum  lamps. 

The  swing  doors  at  the  entrance  have  been  readjusted,  and  now  open  outwards  only,  greatly 
to  the  comfort  of  the  staff  and  reader.s,  as  they  are  now  practically  noiseless,  and  no  longer  blow 
open  in  windy  weather.  The  ventilation  of  the  Reading  Room  leaves  something  to  be  desired,  and 
is  under  consideration.  The  Juvenile  Catalogue  has  been  completed  during  the  year,  and  the 
General  Catalogue  is  undergoing  revision. 

The  Museum  is  gradually  getting  into  shape  under  the  care  of  the  honorary  curators,  Messrs. 
A.  Wallis  and  C.  E.  Wright,  whose  services  the  Committee  most  gratefully  acknowledge.  A 
handsome  show-case  has  been  made  to  contain  the  specimens,  and  when  the  mounting  and  arrange- 
ment of  them  is  complete  the  Museum  will  doubtless  be  an  acquisition  to  the  town,  and  prove  a 
source  of  pleasure  and  instruction  to  many. 

The  Committee  gratefully  acknowledge  and  record  their  thanks  to  the  geneious  donors  of 
books,  etc.,  a  full  list  of  which  will  be  found  with  the  usual  statistical  tables  at  the  end.
